Acceptance ot Treaty as Frepesed by 
Hughes Is Ciraat TIetory for the 
United States la Ltaritattoa of 
Haval Eqalp Bwt. 

Continental Hall, Washington, Feb. 
1. — The flvs-power naval limitation 
treaty, scaling down ships ot war, cre- 
ating a naval holiday and providing a 
basis for a sounder world pesce, was 
presented to a plenary seesion ot tho 
Arms Conference today. 

In the hall where, on November It, 
Secretary Charles E. Hughes present- 
3d his proposal for scrapping a vast 
number of capital craft, he gave the 
world today the finl.shed product. 

What the grayer, wearier Hughes 
presented today was known in general 
to the world. This, however, was Its 
first (ifTi('ial release. Itoundiiig It out 
•vas another treaty banning subma- 
rines as attackers of commerce and 
tbe use of poison gas in war. 

I'nder the treaty the three great 
naval powers — the United States. 
'Ireat Britain and Japan — will scrap 

capital ahtps of a total tonnage of 
i.86l,64S. The smaller number of ships 
to be Junked by Franco and Italy con- 
>aln, compartively, figures even high- 
er. 

The treaty atarts a ten-year naval 

■mllday, with a few exceptions. In cap- 
tal shipbuilding, dating from Novem- 
ber 12, 1981. when the conference was 

opened. 

The treaty announced today is 
mainly the same as the original Amer- 
ican proposals. It was a victory for 

lie I nlted States. 

The trc.ity privdcs for a 5-5-3-J-76- 
' 7.1 ratio in capital ship tonnage be- 

wecn the fnited States. Great Brit- 
iln. Japan, France and Italy, respec- 

ively. The replacement tonnage basis 
for theee respective powers is 626,000, 
526,000, 815,000, 176,000 and 176,000 
tons. 

Ironclad rules and regulations arc 
tnbodied in the pact to see that the 
hips to be scrapped actually are sent 
to the Junk heap. 

The powers agree in the treaty that 
f, during ita duration ,the national 
security of one of the natlona Is 
lireatened there will be a conference 
)f tbe signatory powers to consider 
:<hanges in the pact to meet the situa- 
tion. 

It also Is provided that the United 
States, In consultation » ith the othci 
lowers, shall call another conference 
>r the signatory nations In eight years 
o consider any needed changes In the 
:-act. 



Federal Report Shows That Dealers 
Own ConaideraUy Vote Tobacco 
Tfeat at This TIae Last Tear. 



Washington, Feb. 1. — Burley to- 
bacco in the hands of manufacturers 
January 1 this year showed an in- 
crease of nearly 56,000,000 pounds 
compared with January 1, 1921, ac- 
cording to the quarterly report of the 
Census Bureau made public today. 

Tobacco from the dark dlstrlcta of 
Kentucky and Tonnsssse hold by man- 
ufacturers January 1 BhoWod an In- 
ersass ot more than 7,000,000 pounds 
oomparsd with that hold lanuary l 
lastysar. 

Ths amount of hurley tobacco held 
was 298,606,869 pounds as compared 
with 237,777,163 pounds January 1, 
1921; with 324,361,167 pounds October 
1. and with 871,661,086 poonda July 1. 
1921. 

Manufacturers' stocks of tobacon 
from the dark district of Kentucky 
and Tennessee were 243,233,877 
pounds January 1, 1921 compared with 
256.340,276 pounds October 1, and 
with 306,023,383 pounds July 1. 

Tobcco of all types held by man- 
ufacturers and dealers January 1 ag- 
gregated 1,661,848,372 pounda compar- 
ed with 1,446,914,469 pounds so held 
,a year ago.
